The Commerce Club 
Howard University 


The Chamber of Commerce at Howard Uni- 
versity was organized in 1919 a few months 
after the addition of the Department of Com- 
merce and Finance to the university curriculum. 

Its purpose was to stimulate interest in vital 
commercial and economic matters. At the out- 
set this organization was an integral part of the 
training. program of the Department of Com- 
merce and Finance. 

In the early years of the club’s development, 
Mr. Jessie W. Lewis, then Head of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Finance, now an officer 
of the Fuller Product Company, was an out- 
standing stimulus in the growth and development 
of this infant organization. It was during his 
period of affiliation with the organzation that hte 
name was changed from “The Chamber of Com- 
merce” to that of “The Commerce Club.” Under 
this name the club has developed into one of 
the leading organizations on the campus of How- 
ard University. 

Membership is open to all undergraduates re- 
gardless of their major fields of academic con- 
centration. Since business practices are an in- 


tegral part of the everyday life of students, The 
Commerce Club gives the non-commerce majors 
and minors the opportunity to learn the old and 
new trends and methods employed in modern 
business practices. 

The major objectives of the club are 1)

To put students in touch with real-life situations, 
Club members are also sent to work in business 
firms as part-time bookkeepers, etc. The Club 
itself follows regular business procedures in its 
affairs, with committees, board meetings, re- 
ports, etc. 2) To meet individual needs and 
interests of students, Thru Club activities, stu- 
dents become better acquainted with one another 
and with the instructors. Often individual tal- 
ents and ambitions are discovered and encouraged 
by this means. 3) To serve as a medium of 
contact with Commerce graduates and with the 
business community. The Club maintains an up- 
to-date mailing list. Thru this means graduates 
and businessmen are kept in touch with out ac- 
tivities and we are kept in touch with theirs. 

The Commerce Club operates through five 
standing Committees whose activities together 
with those of the Executive Committee make up 
the real work of the club. The standing Com- 
mittees are: Forum Committee: Plans and con- 
ducts discussions and meetings. Survey Com- 
mittee: Conducts field studies. Social Commit- ' 
tee: Arranges receptions, dances, and other get- 
togethers, including the annual Commerce Ban- 
quet. Publicity Committee: Publishes the Com- 
by bringing men of affairs to the campus, by 
educational movies, and by forum discussions. 
merce Bulletin, and publicizes the activities of 
the other committes. Clerical Sub-Committee: 
Takes care of all the official correspondence of 
the club. Renders clerical assistance to campus. 
organizations and local business enterprises. 

Central Theme: Usually some central idea or 
problem runs through many of the Club’s ac- 
tivities during a given year. In past years 
emphasis was on consumers’ cooperatives, em- 
ployment opportunities for Negroes with college 
training and Economic opportunities for Ne- 
groes in the North with college training and 
Economic opportunities for Negroes in the North 
as compared to the South. 

In 1946 the Commerce Club began its “Big- 
ger and Better Business Week Program” in col- 
laboration with the Alpha. Chapter, of the Phi 
Beta Sigma Fraternity of Howard University. 
The first celebration was such a success that 
the two organizations decided to make it an an- 
nual affair. It must be noted here that the suc- 
cess of the first affair was due to the coopera- 
tion of Mr. Emmer Martin Lancaster, Advisor 
on Negro Affairs of the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce, Mrs. Geneva Valentine, a 
local successful business woman, and Dr. Irene 
C. Hypps, Head, Business Education Department 
Divisions 10-13 Public School System. 

This year the Commerce Club and the Alpha 
Chapter, Phi Beta Sigma Fraternity has broaden- 
ed its program and merged it with the “Third 
Conference on the Negro in Business,”. spon- 
sored by the United States Department of Com- 
merce, through the office of Mr. Martin Lan- 
caster, Advisor on Negro Affairs. 
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The Objectives of Phi Beta Sigma 


For more than two decades, Phi Beta Sigma 
Fraternity has carried on a national program of 
BIGGER AND BETTER BUSINESS. The chief 
emphasis of the program in the past has been 
and is today the encouragement of owners and 
operators of what is generally known as “small 
businesses” to improve the quality of their 
services and thereby increase the volume and 
life of their businesses. Through this program, 
the Fraternity has also encouraged young men 
and women to enter business as a life pursuit. 
The program is not confined to the observance 
of Bigger and Better Business Week, but operates 
throughout the year. The official journal of the 
Fraternity—The Crescent, reaches thousands of 
high school and college youth and_ through 
articles dealing with various phases of business,

the opportunities offered by business as a life 
pursuit are pointed up. The weekly articles 
Business Facts by the National Director of Big- 
ger. and Better Business, which appear in hun- 
dreds of newspapers reach thousands of inter- 
ested persons. 

The present plight of “small businesses,” as 
shown by statistics indicating the short life of 
such businesses and the actual decrease in num- 
bers, emphasizes the urgency of the need for 
improved management. It must he recognized 
that every business, regardless how small, must 
meet the competition offered by other businesses 
in the field. It is with this realization that Phi 
Beta Sigma is increasing its emphasis on the 
“BIGGER AND BETTER BUSINESS” Phase:

MINER TEACHERS COLLEGE 


Miner Teachers College, a four-year teacher- 
preparing institution of college grade is a part 
of the Public School System of the District of 
Columbia. Its establishment on the basis of 
college grade was authorized by the board of 
Education of the District of Columbia July 1, 
1929. It is accredited by the American Associa- 
tion of Teachers Colleges and Secondary Schools. 
The curriculum of the college provides for the 
preparation of teachers for the elementary and 
junior high schools. Because the college realizes 
that the standard of the institution depends 
upon the calibre of its students, it has a selec- 
tive admissions process which permits the en- 
trance of only one hundred and fifty freshman 
students. Selectivity does not end with the 
freshman year, however, for the student is re- 
selected upon promotion to each succeeding col- 
lege class and upon entrance into student teach- 
ing. 

The cooperative plan which exists between 
Miner Teachers College and the Public School 
System furnishes ample laboratory facilities for 
developing capable teachers by supervised ex- 


perience. The total student body is about 600, 
and the faculty numbers approximately fifty. 


Miner Teachers College grew out of the pi- 
oneer work of Myrtilla Miner, founder of the 
“Normal School for Colored Girls in the City 
of Washington,” December 6, 1851. As a re- 
sult of the reputation for the soundness of work 
which Myrtilla Miner’s efforts. achieved, the 
school was incorporated by Congressional action 
in 1863 as “The Institution for the Education of 
Colored Youth, to be located in the District.” 
From 1871 to 1877 the school operated as a 
part of Howard University. In 1897 Miner 
Normal School became a part of the Public 
School System of the District of Columbia with 
Miss Martha B. Briggs as principal. 


The present college building, erected for the 
Normal School in 1914, is situated on Columbia 
Road between Georgia and Sherman Avenues, 
N. W. By action of the Board of Education an 
enlarged plant for Miner Teachers College was 
provided for in the new Building Program for 
the Public Schools of the District of Columbia.

‘Since it was founded in March, 1913, with 
Milton Waldron and Mrs. Mary Church Terrell 
as president and vice president, and with ap- 
proximately three hundred members, the Dis- 
trict branch of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People has had a spec- 
tacular growth marked by its militant fight for 
the abolition of segregation and discrimination 
establish jim-crow street cars in Washington. 

While blocking bad legislation, the district 
NAACP. puts its accent on enforcement: of Con- 
stitutional guarantees and non-discrimination 
statutes already on the law books. The local 
group joined hands with the national NAACP 
to attempt ot abolish the poll tax and to secure 
a Fair Employment Practice Committee. It has 
also been active in attempting to secure the vote 
for the District residents. 

Far from being an academic body only con- 
cerned with theory, NAACP members have 
joined picket lines in support of worthwhile 
causes, for example the strike of the S. & W. 
cafeteria workers and the Arcade Laundry work- 
ers in 1941. 


“Fighting” Leaders 
i 


Excellence of the record is matched by the 
calibre of the organization’s leadership from its 
first president, M. Waldron, to the incumbent, 
the Rev. Stephen Gill Spottswood, pastor of 
John Wesley AME Zion Church. Among other 
outstanding leaders were Archibald Grimke, who 
signed the original documents when Mary White 
Ovington founded the NAACP in New York in 
1909; Shelby J. Davidson, Judge Wendell Staf- 
ford and Neval H. Thomas. 


Going into its thirty-fifth year of its outstand- 
ing record of achievement, the district NAACP 
has pledged itself to greater efforts in carrying 
out its 1947 membership campaign slogan: 
“Make D. C. Mean Democracy’s Capital.” 


During the first month of its existence, the 
local NAACP had 360 members, but in the fol- 
lowing month its membership increased by 270 
per cent. At the end of the first year the in- 
crease was 700 per cent. Today the member- 
ship runs into five figures and is still growing. 

The history of the district NAACP is rich 
with examples of successful activity. The branch 
has been particularly active in matters of legis- 
lation vital to the welfare of Negroes. 


Pattern Set 


Setting the pattern for the present NAACP, 
the early NAACP constantly pointed out to 
legislators discriminatory nature of pending 
bills. As an example of this type of progessive 
action, Archibald Grimke, former NAACP. pres- 
ident and former U.S. Consul to Santa Domingo, 
in 1914 testified before a congressional commit- 
tee on the evil intent of segregation bills then 
before the body. His eloquence, plus the fact 
that he was speaking for an organized national 
and civic group, so impressed the committee 
that the bills were posponed. 

It was the District NAACP too that defeated 
a bill to amend the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments to the Constitution and it was also 
instrumental in preventing the passage of bills 
against interracial marriage and bills seeking to 
promote discrimination in the Nation’s Capital. 
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Twelfth Street YMCA 


The Twelfth Street Branch YMCA is the 
world’s oldest Young Men’s Christian Associ- 
ation among Negro.men and boys. It was 
organized in 1853 by Anthony Bowen, a Negro, 
who became the first president of any YMCA 
established for work among colored men and 
boys. Thus the Twelfth Street Branch is ninety- 
four years old and has served four generations 
of Washington citizens. 

The cornerstone of the present building was 
laid in 1908 by President Theodore Roosevelt. 
Among the contributors to the building, which 
was finally completed in 1913, were Julius Rose- 
wald and John D. Rockefeller. Negro citizens 
themselves contributed $25,000 and Mr. Henry 
W. Chase became the first Negro ever to give 
$500 toward the construction of a YMCA build- 
ing. 


This Branch occupies the third largest build- 
ing housing character building agencies in the 
District of Columbia. Only the Central Branch 
YMCA and the YWCA exceed it in size. The 
building is a five story structure designed in the 
Georgian style of architecture. It contains 72 
rooms, a dining room, gymnasium, locker room, 
store rooms and swimming pool. 

The program of the “Y” is conducted through 
five departments: Physical, Boys, Activities, 
House, Administration. This latter department 
coordinates and supervises the other four. 


Physical Department 
Devoted to the physiological and developmen- 
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tal needs of men and boys. Among the activi- 
ties are the following: Basketball, Softball, 
Baseball, Horseshoes, Swimming, Badminton, 
Cross-country meets, Tennis, First Aid Classes, 
Tumbling, Weight-lifting, Learn-to-Swim Cam- 
paign, Leadership Training. 


Boys’ Department 
The Boys’ Department aims to develop char- 
acter through self-government, club experience 
and service opportunities. The activities of the 
Boys’ Department include: Arts and Crafts, 
Lamp Making, Airplane Modeling, Woodwork, 


Ceramics, Radio, Drawing and Painting, Clubs, _ 


and Camp Lichtman. 


Activities Department 
This Department includes all adult activities 


of the Association not included under the Physi- 
cal Department. Among these are Fall Plan- 
ning Conference, Churchmen’s Luncheon Club, 
New Ministers’ Reception, Fotocraft Club, Pha- 
lanx Fraternity, Dormitory Council. 


Housing Department 


Responsible for building maintenance and | 
supervision of the Dormitory is the House De- 
partment. 


Maintaining a wholesome, home-like - atmos- 
phere and a spirit of good fellowship is a major 
contribution to the many men sheltered by the 
dormitory who come to Washington on_busi- 
ness, in pursuit of an education or to work.

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Howard University 


Howard University, located in the Nation’s 
Capital is the largest institution for higher edu- 
cation for Negroes in the United States and is 
likewise the only comprehensive University sys- 
tem designed primarily for them. The Universi- 
ty was conceived in a prayer meeting in the 
First Congregational Church of Washington, 
D. C., on November 19, 1866. 

The idea which gave birth to Howard Uni- 
versity grew out of the Monthly Concert of 
Prayer for Missions which was held in the First 
Congregational Church of Washington, D. C. 
November 19, 1866. On the following evening, 
ten persons assembled at the home of H. A. 
Brewster and decided unanimously to establish 
an educational institution, ‘“‘in view of the 
pressing demand of the southern field” accord- 
ing to the words of the resolution which was 
passed. 

Action was taken at the meeting giving the 
school the designation of the Howard Theo- 
logical Seminary, after General Oliver Otis How- 
ard, who had been active in the organization 
of the project. At a meeting on January 8, 
1867, the name of the school was changed to 
Howard University, It has always been open 
to all races and both sexes. 

During February, 1867, the organization of 
the University was carried rapidly forward, and 
plans were made for the application for a char- 
ter from the Congress of the United States. 
The first draft of the application, presented 
January 2*, 1867, was approved by the Thirty- 
ninth Congress, signed by President Andrew 
Johnson on March 2, 1867. The anniversary of 
this day is observed as Charter Day at the Uni- 
versity.

On May 1, 1867, the Normal Department and 
Preparatory Department opened with four white 
girls as students, children of the Trustees, in a 
leased frame structure on the east side of 
Georgia Avenue below W Street. The Rever- 
end Edward F Williams, a graduate of Yale 
College and Princeton Theological Seminary, 
was appointed principal. By the close of the 
first term the number had grown to ninety-four. 

Shortly after the opening of the school, the 
incorporators negotiated the purchase of 150 
acres of land, which included the present site 
of the University, for $150,000. 

The various departments of the school’ were 
organized as follows: The Theological Depart- 
ment on January 6, 1868, the Medical Depart- 
ment on April 12, 1868, the Collegiate Depart- 
ment on September 21, 1868, the Law Depart- 
ment on October 12, 1868. 

The University thus made its beginning in 
the several schools of its proposed work. Within 
five years after the first students were admitted 
to the academic classes, Howard University was 
composed of the following Departments: Normal 
and Preparatory, Musical, Theological, Military, 
Industrial, Commercial, College, Law and Medi- 
cine.

The Junior Police and Citizens Corps began

street lights. He did not arrest them. Instead, 
they were asked to help him keep the neigh- 
borhood clean and orderly and to protect’ all 
citizens’ property. He asked them to organize 
’ themselves into the 


Junior Police and Citizens Corps 


Eleven thousand boys and girls, white and 
colored, recognizing their responsibility to the 
community in which they live, have organized 
to develop their own leadership. 


1. Boys and girls are organized in the Junior 
Police and Citizens Corps on an equal basis. 


2. This is an inter-racial organization where 
all racés meet, plan, and work together. 


3. The Junior Police and Citizens Corps em- 
phasizes the total development of its mem- 
bers—morally, mentally, physically, religious- 
ly, and socially.

9, Made youngsters community conscious by 
planning and promoting “Alley Cleaning 
Campaigns.” “Good Conduct Programs,” etc. 

10. Secured employment for youngsters. 

ll. Participated in neighborhood and city-wide 
activities such as the Booker T. Washing- 
ton Memorial Parade, church and_ school 
programs. 

12. Served as a laboratory for high school and 


college students. 


The project has been studied and recom- 
mended as a model set-up for other cities and 
counties by leading youth authorities.

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The businesses in Washington in which Ne- 
groes participate run the gamut from individ- 
ual proprietorship, through corporations all of 
whose stock holders are Negroes, to corpora- 
tions of mixed racial ownership. Two of the 
most interesting and distinctive of the latter 
are DISTRICT THEATRES and Radio Station 
WQQW. 


DISTRICT THEATRES 


This is a chain of 26 theatres serving Negro 
communities in Maryland, Virginia and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. This chain was, originally 
established by Abraham E. Lichtman. When 


he retired’ the enterprise was reorganized into 


form and 
most prominent Negroes became stock holders. 
The seven man Board of Directors includes one 
Negro, and practically all of the 489 persons 
who constitute the operating staff are colored, 
32 of whom are managers or assistant mana- 
gers of the 26 houses.

STATION WQQW 


This is one of the most unique of the dozen 
or more stations that have sprung up in Wash- 
ington in the last 18 months; unique in its 
programming policies, in its interracial group 
of stock holders and in its staff of white and 
Negro personnel. 


The vice president of the corporation is Dr. 
Joseph L. Johnson, Dean of Howard University 
Medical School. 


The staff includes a Negro announcer, a sec- 
retary and a program specialist. One of the 
most popular program features is the Sunday: 
afternoon classical jazz program conducted by 
Emerson Parker, a young Negro music author- 
ity. 


Station WQQW has attracted nation wide 
attention by its policy of limiting the time for 
commercial messages to only 1 minute out of 
every 15. It prohibits singiag commercials al- 
together. And it prides itself on being a “good 
music station” due to the fact that it features 
classical and the better type of popular music 
throughout its operating day. 
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THE BAKERS 


In November, 1944, a group of thirteen young 


women got together out of mutual concern 
about the lack of wholesome recreation facili- 
ties for Negro Tenn-Agers. This number in- 
spired the adoption of the name BAKER’S 
DOZEN. 


Several months of study led the Baker’s Doz- 
en to conclude that the Mid-city area, desig- 
nated as census tracts 46, 47 ,48, and 49, was 
a main focal point of youth problems. 

To combat some of the obstacles confronting 

these youth, the group set up a Canteen on one 
floor’ of the local settlement house, operating 
one night each week. Over-crowded conditions 
in this center made it impossible for the settle- 
ment to allow more time. In eighteen months 
of operation the canteen program and member- 
ship became so large that required all three 
floors of the Settlement House to accommodate 
the crowds. i 

Accordingly the group embarked on the am-

bitious effort to raise money to acquire facili- 
ties that will make possible a more widely serv- 
iceable program. Their largest and most fruit- 
ful fund raising effort was the Duke Ellington 
Concert presented on June 6, 1946. This event 
not only raised a substantial sum of money, but 
brought the organizdtion to the attention of the 
public as an unusually effective and high- vis- 
ione group.

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INSTITUTE ON RACE RELATIONS 


Since it was founded in August, 1943, with 
Tomlinson D. Todd, director, and scarcely a 
dozen members, the Institute On Race Relations 
has had a spectacular growth marked by its 
militant fight for the abolition of discrimination 
and segregation in the Nation’s Capital. 

This young militant organization began its 
fight against jim-crow in Washington by going in 
downtown restaurants and theaters to test the 
legality of discrimination. They first sought and 
were given, the cooperation of the police. They 
later discovered that it was legal to go in these 
downtown public places. It was discovered, 
during these experiments, that members of other 
races did not resent Negro members of the 
Institute, except in a few isolated cases. It was 
discovered, during these experiments, that ‘mem- 
bers of other races did not resent Negro mem- 
bers of the Institute, except in a few isolated 
cases. It was always a policy carried out by 
proprietors and managers. 

After carrying on these experiments for 


several months, the Institute began sponsoring 
a series of forums. Guest speakers included 
members of Congress, college presidents and 
prominent civic leaders. The Institute also 
sponsored social functions such as intercultural 
and international dances and banquets to dem- 
onstrate members of different races can frat- 
ernize. 


While assisting to block bad legislation, the 
Institute has supported the enforcement of Con- 
stitutional guarantees and non-discrimination stat- 
utes already on the Law books. It campaigned 
for the abolition of the poll tax, the establish- 
ment of a Fair Employment Practice Commit- 
tee, and District Suffrage.

THE WASHINGTON URBAN LEAGUE 


The Urban League movement began in 1910 
as an agency for social welfare work among 
Negroes. During this early period large num- 
bers of Negroes migrated from southern farms 
to northern and southern cities and urban centers. 
These people were not accustomed to city life, 
and there was an obvious need for an agency 
which could help them to find out their health 
and welfare needs and to interpret their needs 
to the city communities. Thus the name “Ur- 
ban” was given the agency to indicate that its 
work was in the urban areas. 

The Washington Urban League was incor- 
porated in 1938 by an interracial group of civic 
leaders. Outstanding interest and encourage- 
ment was given by Canon Anson Phelps Stokes, 
of the Washington Episcopal Cathedral, who was 
one of the incorporators. The incorporators 
were: Muriel M. Alexander, John J. Corson, 
Campbell C. Johnson, Belford V. Lawson, Jr., 
William I. Lee, Howard H. Long, Newbold 
Noyes, Mrs. Thomas Parran, John R. Pinkett, 
Mary Steele, Anson Phelps Stokes, Elwood Street, 
Alice T. Strong, Garnet C. Wilkinson, and Vel- 
ma G. Williams. 

The special role of the Urban League in 
the community is to provide for employment, 
health and welfare services for --egroes. This 
work is carried out by a staff, professionally 
trained in social welfare work. The. following 
list includes the principal services which , the 
Urban League renders the community: 

1. Provides Washington with an interracial 
board to calmly talk over tensions, to spike 
harmful rumors, to assist in preventing racial 
disorder, to find out the needs of the Negro as 
to jobs, homes, medical care and education, to 
help the welfare agencies to meet these needs, 
to tell the Negro community of the many helpful 


services available, and to assist Negroes in doing 
their part to understand and support the welfare 
services of Washington. 

2. Provides an office in the heart of the Negro 
area, with a staff professionally trained in social 
work and employment, to inform those sekeing 
advice and information. 

3. Provides personal. services, such as, advice 
on jobs, job placement, training opportunities, 
aid to veterans on special problems; refers peo- 
ple seeking relief, jobs, houses and medical care 
to proper agencies; conducts classes for do- 
mestic workers, custodial workers, on civil serv- 
ice requirements, apprenticeship opportunities, 
union openings and job conduct and performance; 
field talks with employers, unions and employees 
to better relations; arranges vocational oppor- 
tunity classes each year for teachers and stu- 
dents; provides field work for students of How- 
ard University, Atlanta University, and Catho- 
lic University — School of Social Work. 

4. Makes available facts on Negro commu- 
nity, its unmet needs for health and. welfare 
services. 

5. Gives facts and advice on problems of Ne- 
groes to many agencies. 

6. The League has been a financial asset to 
the Community Chest in interpreting the Chest 
program to the Negro community and organizing 
the community for Community Chest campaigns. 
The League received an award in the 1945 War 
Fund Campaign and in 1946, a Vice President 
of the League was one of the four co-chairmen 
of the Chest drive in the city-wide residential 
unit.

WASHINGTON CHURCHES 


by Perry J. THomMPSON 


Washington churches have the distinction of 
being one of the spearheads in the nation’s 
ultimate fight for world freedom and civil rights. 

Local churches, through their leaders, have 
offered sanctuary for slaves and were among the 
first institutions to offer education to the under- 
privileged of the minority group. 

For example, Metropolitan Wesley AMEZ 
Church, on D Street, between Second and Third, 
S. W., is the first church organized by Negroes 
in the District and represents the initial efforts 
by the minority group to obtain religious free- 
dom and educational apportunities. 

In 1837, when the church was admitted in 
the AMEZ Conference, then located in Phila- 
delphia, Metropolitan Wesley became known for 
its operations of Underground Railroads. 

St. Paul AME Church, on Eighth St., between 
D and E Streets, S. W., was also known for its 
activity in underground movements in successful 
transportation of fugitive slaves into free States. 

Members and officicials of such churches as 
Israel CME, Ebenezer Methodist, Galbraith AM- 
EZ and others, have been responsible to a great 
degree for the cultural, economic, educational 
and educational gains for the people of this 
Metropolitan area. 

Although most of the churches in this city 
were designed with large auditoriums for the 
sole purpose of worship, the progressive think- 
ing ministers of the city today, who are cog- 
nizant of the present needs in the field of re- 
ligion, are following the trends that will further 
develope practical living. 

Taking pattern after the old militant church, 
many church organizations are designing their 
edifices to include classrooms for youth forums, 
nursery rooms, recreation rooms and playground 
facilities. These steps are taken to help make 
through Christian education, better men and 
women for the world of tomorrow. 

To date, the most modern church edifice built 
here with a view to meet the modern trends, is 
the Bible Way Church, New Jersey Ave., N. W., 
between L and New York Ave., pastorate of the 
Rev. Smallwood Williams. The Rev. Mr. Wil- 
liams, who started preaching on a street corner 
in this city at the age of 14, completed an es- 
timated $150,000 building this year. 

Serving the Georgetown area is the Union 
Wesley AMEZ Church, pastorate of the Rey. 
William A. Stewart. This church has launched 
a new building project which will cost some 


$175,000. This church, which is expected to be 
completed by June, 1948, will feature a gym- 
nasium, the first to be introduced to colored 
churchgoers in this city. 

Amonp some of the churches and their lead- 
ers here who are taking their rightful place in 
community affairs and the struggle for world 
brotherhood are, The Revs. William H. Jerna- 
gin, a National Baptist leader and executive di- 
rector of the Washington Bureau, Fraternal 
Council of Negro Churches in America; Rob- 
bert M. Williams, president of the Interdenomina- 
tional Ministerial Alliance and pastor of the As- 
bury Methodist Church, whose doors have been 
opened regularly to interracial programs and 
civic meetings. 

The Revs. Stephen G. Spottswood, president 
of the local NAACP and pastor of. the John 
Wesley AMEZ Church; J. H. Peters, pastor of 
the Ebenezer Methodist Church, and Robert 
Brooks, pastor of the Lincoln Temple Congre- 
gational Church. These are but a few clerics 
in Washington who have made themselves and 
their institutions felt in the molding of a Chris- 
tian democracy in the nation’s capital. 

Mention is also made of the valuable contribu- 
tions made by members of the so-called majority 
groups who see the need for unity if there is 
to be a lasting peace. 

In the past few years, under the leadership 
of the Rt. Rev. Angus Dun, the Washiagton 
Cathedral, which has been publicly designated 
by the Bishop as “the house of prayer for all 
people,’ must be cited for the part it has played 
in bettering racial relationships. 

Some others include the Interchurch Fellow- 
ship, an interracial-intercultural organization, 
which meets monthly in local churches to hear 
speakers of all races. The Ethical Society of 
Washington is another organization that draws 
no color line. Members hold regular Snuday 
metings at The Friendship House in the South- 
east section of the city. One of the biggest jobs 
is being done by the Washington Federation 
of Churches under the leadership of Dr. Fred- 
erick Reissig, executive secretary. 

Washington, with its nearly 500 churches and 
some thirty bodies of denominations, sects, cults 
and their sub-divisions in the Metropolitan area, 
is slowly but definitely developing into a leader 
in demonstrating the way to world brotherhood 


and steps to attain it.
